B.  NINE-YEAR,  SIX-YEAR  AND  THREE-YEAR  PROGRAMS 

French  as  a  second  language  is  generally  taught  in  Alberta  schools 
from  Grades  4  to  12  with  entry  points  at  Grade  4,  Grade  7  and  Grade  10. 

On  the  basis  of  the  current  curricula  approved  for  French  as  a  sec- 
ond language  and  on  the  basis  of  programs  being  implemented,  the  committee 
suggests  specific  grade  levels  at  which  the  materials  might  be  used.  The 
grade  levels  are  recommended  on  the  basis  of  this  committee's  experiences 
only  and  will  not  necessarily  apply  to  all  programs  that  are  implemented.
